Herewith  I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  your  district  for  the  year  1942. 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  2773 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which. states  that  owing  to  dis- 
organisat ion  caused  by  the  war,  only  interim  reports  are 
required  containing  essential  matters.  This  report  is, 
therefore,  drawn  up  on  those  lines. 

SECTION  A, 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Ifhe  area  of  the  Hemsworth  Urban  District  Council,  consists 
as  formerly  of  4,1 63  acres,  comprising  the  townships  of  Hemsworth, 
Kinsley  and  Fit zwilliam. 

The  Rateable  Valjie  is  £52,535  and  the  sum  represented  by  a. 
penny  rate  equals  £202.  15*  4d. 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  Coal  Mining  and  its 
allied  trades,  the  remaining  portion  of  the  district  being 
devoted  to  agriculture.

Developments  and  changes  to  those  services  provided  in  the 

area  owing  to  the  War. 

1 • Laboratory  facilities  remain  the  same,  hut  with  the 
addition  that  blood  which  may  be  required  for  transfusion 
purposes  in  case  of  air  raids,  is  forwarded  to  the  laboratory 
at  County  Ha] 1 to  be  examined  and  grouped. 

2.  Ambulance  facilities  are  adequate  and  consist  of  a 
public  ambulance  supplied  by  the  local  authority  for  all 
cases  of  illness  or  accident.  An  infectious  diseases 
ambulance  supplied  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Committee  and  the 
ambulance  provided  by  the  local  collieries  for  their  own 
accident  cases «. 

3*  Nursing  in  the  home  remains  the  same  as  previously. 

4*  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  are  also  unchanged. 

5*  Hospitals  - Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  Public  Assistance  Hospital  which  was  evacuated  on 
the  outbreak  of  war,  was  taken  into  use  again  on  the  comple- 
tion! of  the  Emergency  Hospital  buildings. 
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In  Noveniber?  1940,  the  Emergency  Hospital  was  put 
into  commission  to  receive  Public  Assistance  patients  from 
various  bombed  districts  of  London  and  the  Provinces. 

This  hospital  contains  250  beds. 

Voluntary  Hospitals  - None  in  area. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

Prom  the  record  submitted  by  the  Health  Visitors,  it 
is  found  that  the  following  number  of  children  have  been 
immunized  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year

Venereal  Disease. 

In  connection  with  the  campaign  against  venereal 
disease,  posters  have  been  displaced  in  Public  Lavatories 
and  other  suitable  sites,  warning  persons  against  the  risk 
of  infection,  and  also  gyving  .Centres  where  treatment  is 
available  if  the  disease  is  contracted. 


Scabies. 

The  treatment  of  Scabies  commenced  on  the  23rd  November, 
of  this  year,  and  from  then  until  the  31 2 t December,  63 
cases  had  been  treated  and  137  treatments  given.  These 
cases  a*i-o  dealt  with  at  the  Pirst  Aid  Post,  Hemsworth, 
and  the  treatment  is  given  by  the  full-time  first  aid  staff. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  _in  the  ^rea .

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
dealt  with  by  me  during  1942  was  92,  and  were  as  follows

No  houses  have  been  erected  in  your  district  during 
the  year  under  review  and  no  further  steps  have  yet  been 
taken  to  deal  with  the  Clearance  Scheme  which  was  submit- 
ted and  approved  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities. 

Sanitary  Circumstances 

of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  during  the 
year,  and  at  no  time  has  there  been  any  lack  of  supply, 
and  the  quality  has  been  as  hitherto  of  a satisfactory 
standard.  Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  by  the  staff 
of  the  Hemsworth  Joint  ‘Water  Committee  to  ensure  that 
the  water  supply  is  both  chemically  and  bac teriologically 
pure . 

Closet  A coommodat ion. 

The  Closet  accommodation  remains  unaltered  so  far  .as 
privies  are  concerned.  These  are  in  connection  with 
houses  which  are  most  likely  to  be  condemned  or  are  in 
such  .n  position  as  renders  it  impossible  to  convert  into 
‘W.C.s.  The  situation  is  as  follows

Public  Cleansing. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  method  of  public 
cleansing  and  as  in  former  years  the  dry  ashes  are  removed 


t. 
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each  week  from  each  house  and  are  disposed  of  on  the 
Council's  rubbish  tip,  where  the  system  of  controlled 
tipping  is  in  operation.  The  privies  are  emptied  at  re- 
gular intervals  and  here  again  this  matter  is  disposed 
of  on  your  tip. 

Cesspools . 

The  cesspools  in  your  area  are  regularly  emptied 
by  the  Council's  cesspool  emptier  and  the  contents  are 
deposited  in  the  Council's  sewer  at  the  nearest  available 
point  to  the  Ilemsworth  Sewage  Works.  The  total  cost  of 
disposal  of  refuse,  including  wages  for  the  workmen  on 
the  tip  during  the  .year  was  - £2752  of  which  amount  £190 
v/ as  incurred  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools. 

Salvage. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  has  been 
carried  cut  throughout  the  year  and  I am  again  indebted 
to  the.  members  of  the  W.V.  S.  for  their  ready  and  willing 
co-opc-rati^n  in  this  matter.  The  return  for  the  amount 
of  salvage  collected  has  been  made  from  April,  1942,  to 
March  31st,  1943*  ns  this  coincides  with  the  financial 
year  and  is  much  easier  to  ascertain.  It  is  as  follows  :-

~ The  ministry  of  Pood  slaughterhouse  is  situated  in 
your  area,  and  the  meat  which  is  disposed  of  from  this 
slaughterhouse  is  distributed  in  the  Kemsworth  Urban, 
IleuiGV/orth  Rural  and  Roys  ton  Urban  Districts.  The  work 
of  supervision  is  undertaken  by  myself  and  one  of  the 
Herns  worth  Rural  District  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
each  taking  an  alternative  week.

Farms  and _ Producers  of  Milk. 

Luring’  the  .year  31  visits  have  been  paid  to  farms 
where  mi Ik  is  produced.  This  number  is,  in  my  opinion, 
not  sufficient  to  ensure  that  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order 
is  being  strictly  adhered  to,  but  under  the  circumstances 
it  is  not  possible  for  additional  visits  to  be  paid.  For 


the  same  reason  no  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  but 
any  complaints  received  have  been  forv/arded  to  the  West 
Hiding  County  Council  v/ho  are  the  Pood  and  Drugs  authority 
and  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  periodically  by  the 
members  of  their  staff. 

ITuisances . 

* The  total  number  of  inspections  made  under  this 
head  was  473*  which  resulted  in  172  nuisances  being  found. 
These  were  dealt  with  by  the  serving  of  Preliminary  notice, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  in  which  case  Statutory  Hot  ice 
was  served  and  the  work  carried  out  as  a consequence. 


Litigation. 

During  the  year  Court  Proceedings  were  taken  for 
damage  done  to  a public  air  raid  shelter' and  the  pro- 
secution was  m.-.ccessful  and  a fine  imposed,  Proceedings 
were  also  be  log  but  had  not  yet  been  heard  at  the  end 
of  the  yo:w.  . -.gainst  a milk  retailer  for  a contravention 
of  the  kijk  Had  . oirios  Order.
